The talks are also expected to 
deal with the situation in the 
Middle and in particular 
how to boost the current Pale^ 
Unian uprising on the Israeli- 
occupied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip.

Threat to blow up ship 


Mercenaries kill 
two hostages 


LONDON. Nov 5. (Reuter): 
Mercenaries shot de^ two hos- 
tages aboard a cargo ship they 
after trying to stage a coup 
in the Maldives, the vessel's cap- 
tain tdd the Mtish Broadcast- 
ing Corporation today. 

The BBC said the captain of 
the Pr ogira s Li^t also reported 
in a radm interview that the mer- 
cenaries had wii^ his vessel with 
explosives and would blow it up 
nnii-gg the inHiaw Navy allowed 
them to sail for Sri Lanka. 

Thecaptain in hismessa^ 
that the mercenaries were hold- 
ing 25 hostages and they had 
threatened to idil everyone on 
board. 

The BBC report did not iden- 
tify the hostages reported killed 
but said two of those held were 
known to be Swiss. 

Attempt 

The Indian Navy and 

intercepted the S.OOO-ton freigh- 
ter, sei^ by the mercenaries on 
lliuisday night after India sent 
paratroops to the Maldives to 
cru^ the attempt to topple the 
government. 

A force of mercenaries, 
believed to have been recruited in 
Sri attacked the Maldives 

capital, Male, before dawn on 
lliursday. India's Hi|^ (Com- 
missioner. Anm Banerjee, said 
up -to 32 people were killed in a 
day of fighting. 

The Maldives Deputy Defence 
Minister, lllias Ibrahim, said 
there were seven or eight foreign 
hostages on the fire^ler. They 
includ^ some Filipinos and two 
Swiss. 

A Swedish diplomat in 
Colombo said checks with travel 
agents bad confinned thatidl 600 
Swedish tourisis in groups in the 
islands were accounted for, so if 
Swedes were among the hostages 
they would have travelling 
individually. 

Baneipee said a Maldivian 
negotiating team was aboard one 
of the Indian vessels shadowing 
the Progress Light He would not 
give the boat’s exact position. 

He said the mercenaries. 


apparently left Male in three 
Imats less than 24 hours after 
landing. 

They fled when the first wave 
of a 1,600-strong Indian 
paralroop force was fiown to 
Male late on Thursday evening' 
after Gayoom appealed for help. 

"(The mercenaries) may have 
come 10 two boats, but th^ cer- 
tainly left in thTM," he said. 
Indiw forces knew where one of 
the other two was. but the third 
had disappeared, he said. 

Baneijee said the Progress 
Light was listing. It was hit twice 
when Indian troops opened fire 
as it tried to slip out of Male 
under cover of darkness late on 
Thursday. 

In Colombo, naval sources 
said two gunboats had been 
stationed off the south-west 
coast in case the vessel reached 
Sri Lankan waters.

Baneijee said the attackers, 
who had engaged in fierce battles 
with the small Maldives security 
forces, melted away without a 
fight after the Indians arrived 
and secured the airport.

Offical sources said the gun- 
men. who wore green check 
unifonns, appeared to be Sri 
Lanl^ns accompanied by a few 
Maldivians. 

Maldives President Maumoon 
Alxlul Gayoom said the situa- 
tion on the island was under con- 
trol. " Everything is back to nor- 
mal. 1 see no problem for the 
future as far as this coup attempt 
is concerned,** be said. 

HH the AmirofKuwBit today 
phoned Gayoom, who assured 
that tbesituation is under control 
in the Maldives, and that every- 
thing is back to normal.

TUNIS, Nov 5. (AP>: To mark 
the first anniversary ofhis pal^ 
coup.

Call taxis 
must have 
meters 

METERS will be installed on all 
call taxis, according to 
r^ulations issued by the Minis- 
try of Interior. 

The minis^'s regulations set 
several conations for operating 
a call taxi service. The firms must 
have a commercial licence from 
the Ministry of Commerce and 
Industry. The firms must possess 
a minimum ofl 0 taxis. This num- 
ber should not exceed 30 unless a 
spedal permit has been obtained , 
from the Traffic Department. 

The firm’s licence can be with- 
drawn after a month's warning 
period if the number of taxis falls 
below the minimum specified. 

The firm must also provide 
adequate parking space for their 
taxis. The office and the taxis 
must also have communications 
fadUUes. 

The linns should have a recep- 
tionist well-versed in both 
Arabic and English. The taxis 
must work for a minimum of 16 
hours daily, including festivals 
and holidays, according to the 
new rules. 

Desires 

Cars over three years old will 
not be allowed to operate as taxis 
and all taxis must be air con- 
ditioned. 

The colours of taxis is left to 
the desire of the firm. However, 
prior permission for this must be 
obtained from the Traffic De- 
partment 

Drivers of call taxis should be 
-Kuwaitis. Butcxcqplionsmay be 
marfff to this rule and permission 
may be ^ven to non-Kuwaitis to 
drive taxis. 

The driver must possess a gen- 
era! driving licence and pass a test 
demonstrating his familiarity 
with various routes and impor- 
tant facilities in and around 
Kuwait. He should also be well- 
versed in speaking, reading and 
writing both Arabic and English, 
accor£ng to the regulations.

CHANDIGARH. India, Nov 5, 
(Reuter): Sikh extremists shot 
dead another seven people in the 
■north Indian state of Punjab 
today, police said. 

Extremists, who killed some 
50 people in shootings and tomb 
blasts yesterday, attacked again 
in the districts of Amritsar, Gur- . 
darour and Bhatinda, police 
said: They gave no details. 

The extremists demand an 
independent Sikh nation in Pun- 
jab. 

The industrial town of Batala 
was put under curfew after 27 
people were killed in bomb 
attacks yesterday. The same day, 
16 farm labourers were gunned 
down in a Ludhiana district 
vfllage and another eig^it people 
were shot dead dsevriiere in the 
state.

Police block Seoul anti-Chun march 


SEOUL, Nov 5, (Reuter): 
Thousands of South Koreans 
fought pitched battles with riot 
poliM in the heart of Seoul today 
after authorities blocked a plan- 
ned march on the home of dis- 
graced strongman Chun Doo 
Hwan. 

Streets near the Bank of Korea 
and the caiMtal's main depart- 
ment Stores were Ailed with rub- 
ble and burning tarmac in the 
worst city centre violence since 
the June 1987 popular revolt 
against Chun's autocratic rule. 

Riot police fired teargas todis- 
perse chanting demonstrators as 
thousands marched through the 
centre of Seoul demanding 
Chun's arrest and the overthrow 
of his successor. Pre^dent Roh 
Tae-Woo. 

Scattered groups of protesters 
evaded police cordons to march 
into the downtown shoppingdis- 
trict from north-east Seoul, 
where nearly 10.000 students, 
dissidents and ordinary citizens 
had gathered for an anti-Chun 
rally. 

Shouted 

-‘Arrest Chun Doo Hwan, 
bring down Roh Tae-Woo,” 
shouted the protesters, many 
dressed in suits and ties or carry- 
ing briefcases, as they sloppy 
trafAc on main thoroug^ares 
and urg^ bystanders to join in. 

.At Seoul station and a main 
intersection downtown, police 
fired rounds of teargas at the 
crow'd. some of whom were just 
waiting for trains or on their way 
home. Radicals fought back with 
petrol bombs and rocks. 

Dissident leaders had called 
for a peaceful march on Chun's 
home in north-west Seoul, 
demanding his arrest and trial for 
alleged massive corruption and 
brutality. 

There was early violence as 
police blocked a crowd of more 


than SJQOO who tried to take to 
the streets. Witnesses said 
demonstrators met a hail of tear- 
gas grenades when they refused 
to obey police orders to stop. 

Clashed 

Later, in the city centre* a 
crowd swollen by supporters 
picked up on the way clashed 
with police barricading the road. 

Within minutes the night scene 
was illuminated by scores of 
petrol bombs and the swirling 
smoke of tear-gas shells. 

The popular movement 
a gains t Oun, a general who 
took power in a 1979 coup and 
ruled with an iron hand undl 
handing over last February to 
elected successor Roh, really 
took off after the national 
political truce observed during 
the ^ptember Seoul Olympics. 

Hearings 

The National Assembly, now 
controlled by opposition parties, 
has spent the pul few weeks hol- 
ding public hearings on a string 
ofalleged Chun mi^eeds indud- 
ing the brutal military suppre^ 
sion of a 1980 popular revolt in 
the south-west dty of Kwangju 
in which at least 2(X) died. 

Other charges against him 
included setting up labour^amps 
for political opponents in which 
at least S4 di^, regularly tortur- 
ing dissidents, and allowing his 
rektives to amass huge sums 
through illegal practices. 

Roh. who left the country yes- 
terday for an II -day tour of 
Asian-PaciAc countries, has so 
far kept faith with his old Army 
colleague and refused to 
prosecute him. But the pressure 
has risen in recent days. 

According to the chief of 
South Korea's ruling 
Democratic Justice Party, Chun 
has promsied to apologise for the 
excesses of his rule.

$500m spy satellite for shuttle 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla., 
Nov 5. (Reuter); A SSOO million 
milita^ spy satellite capable of 
scanning 80 per cent of the Soviet 
Union will lx deployed from the 
space shuttle Atlantis in late 
November, an Aerospace indus- 
iiy journal said. 

Aviation week and space tech- 
nolog)' gave the most detailed 


description yet of the satellite in 
its latest issue, according to an 
advance copy of the magazine. 

Atlantis, tentatively scheduled 
for liftoff between Nov 28-30 in 
the second manned US "space 
mission since the 1986 Challen- 
ger disaster, is to be manned by 
five military ofAcers for a secret 
Defence D^rtment mission. 


BEIJING, Nov S, (UPl): China 
today accused the Unitra States 
of I^dering its reunlAcation 
with Taiwan and charged 
President Reagan had attempted 
to interfere in politics on the 
Nationalist-held island. 

The Chinese attack came in an 
unusually harsh commentary in 
the latest edition of the state-run 
ma gazin e ‘OutJook,' an influen- 
tial weekly. Excei^ts were 
carried by the ofAci^ Xinhua 
news agency. 

The articie charged Washing- 
ton violated a pledge not to ot^ 
truct China's reuniflcation by 
allegedly cautioning Taipei that 
“excessive development” of ties 
with the communist mainland 


may “not neoessarily be good.” 

The author, Zhang Jingxu, is 
an associate research fellow at 
the prestigious Chinese 
Academy ofSodal Sciences. 

The article claimed the United 
States told Taipei not to 
negotiate with Beijing on the 
issue of reuniflcation and warned 
the island against suddenly 
“opening its door wide” to the 
mmnland. 

“The Americans have

Mujahedeen to besiege Afghan capital 

Indian pilots refuse to fly to Kabul 


NEW DELHI, Nov 5, (UPI): 
The pilots ofthe state-run Indian 
Airlines have refused to fly to the 
Afgl^ Ci^>it^, daimin g unsafe 
coitions at the airport and for- 
dng officials to cancel trips to 
Kabul, an airiioes spolMsman 
s^to^y. 

"We not want to put the 
pusengers al risl^" said A.K. 
Sivanandan, an airlines official 
said, adding that the man- 
agement willresdiedule the flight 
to Kabul when the security con- 
ditions improve. 

He said latdy ^ots have wit- 
nessed a mariced deterioration in 
the security conditions around 
and inside the Kabul airport 

rndi'an Airlines operates two 
Boeing-737 flints a week to 
Kabul and its pilots have in the 
past complahiM of poor safety 
conditions al the Kabul airport 
to their managmuat. 

Two recent missile attacks 
aimed at the planes prompted 
pilots to refuse nights to Kabul, a 
pilot said. 

He said the last flight to Kabul 
was on Oct 25, wtara the pilot 


bad to manoeuvre the plane to 
save the aircrafl from two mis- 
siles. 

The pilotalso complained that 
the air traffic controllers often 
ignore safety regulation, allow- 
ii^ planes to land when another 
aircrafl is on the runway. 

It was not known who fired the 
misdles and whether they were 
meant to target civilian aircrafl. 
Besiege 

Meanwhile, a mujahedeen 
leader said the rebels in Afghan- 
istan will besiege Kabul and 
force it to surrender rather than 
try to storm the capital. 

"We have the power to take 
Kabul by force, but we do not 
want to endanger the lives of 
civilians living in the dty," said 
Burbanuddin Rabbani. chair- 
man of the "Islamic Unity of 
Afi^an Mujahedeen" coalition. 

"Our strategy is to besiege 
Kabul and attack military tar- 
gets in the dty in order to force 
the enemy to surrender. So far we 
do not have any plan for a mas- 
sive conventional attack on 
Kabul." he said during a news 


conference, in New York. 

Rabbani wasaided by aninter- 
preter and was accompani^ by 
eight rq>resentative« r>r the seven 
major reristance pai u. . 

*They were in New York to 
watch the UN OeneraJ Assembly 
adopt a consensus resolution 
calling for the countinued Soviet 
withdrawal from AfghanisUin, 
and respect for the UN-mediated 
G^ieva accords on Afghanistan, 
and ttialogue leading to a broad- 
based Af^ian goyemment. 

War 

“The war is still continuing in 
Afghanistan. The Geneva 
accords could not bring peace, 
Russian airplanes sUII continue 
their bombardments of bridges 
and dries," he said. 

"Russian long-range rockets 
are hurting innocent people, the 
mines are causing deaths and 
injury to women and children. 
Russians have introduced new 
weapons in Af^ianistan. It is not 
certain whether tbdr policy of 
vrithdrawal will be completed or 
not," Rabbani declared. 


Under the Geneva accords, 
signed April M, more than 
lOO.COO Soviet troops are to be 
out of Afghanistan by Feb IS, 
1989. The withdrawal began 
May IS, and is about half com- 
plete, according to Soviet and 
UN sources. 

Rabbani said the mujahedeen 
DOW control about 90 per cent of 
Afghanistan's countryside in all 
provinces, except for provincial 
capitals. He said the rebels have 
captured five provincial capitals 
and more than 80 cities. 

The Soviet Ambassador to 
Afghanistan said today that US 
and Pakistani weapons supplies 
to anti-government rebds have 
neariy ruined the Geneva troop 
withdrawal agreement. 

In a statement to Afghan leg- 
islators in Kabul. Yuli Voront- 
sov also called for a new imer- 
narional debate on Afghanistan. 

Pakistan today condemned 
the Soviet moves, saying they 
violated the Geneva accoids and 
raised doubts about Moscow's 
commitment to end the war.

Kampuchean talks delayed 


PARIS, Nov 5, (Reuter): Peace 
talks between warring Kampu- 
chean factions, schedule to start 
today, have bmn put off until 
next week after delegates 
quarrelled over a venue for their 
meeting. Western diplomats 
said. 

The planned meeting of resis- 
tance leaders Prince Norodom 
Sihanouk and Son S^n with 
Kampuchea's Prime Minister 
Hun Sen will now start on Mon- 
day at Sihanouk’s hotel 
readence in Fere-en-Taidenois, 
some 120 km from Paris, they 
said. 

Aides to Sihanouk cooflrmed 
the talks had bm delayed and 
moved out of Paris but gave no 
explanation. 

A flurry of behind-the-scenes 
diplomatic activity had surroun- 
ds several shifts of venue since 
Hun Sen arrived in Paris on 
Thursday to prepare for the 
talks, the diplomats said. 

Western diplomats had said 
, earlier in the week that the meet- 


ing, ignored by the powerful 
third resistance faction, the 
Khmer Rouge, was uniik^ to 
provide a qmck solution to the 
conflict 

The talks were moved to Fere- 
en-Tardenois of Friday after- 
noon, the diplomats sard, after 
some of the Kampuchean 
delegates rejected previous sug- 
gest^ venues. 

Originally scheduled to take 
place in the Hotel Crillon, where 
a peace solution was hanimered 
out for the Vietnam war which 
ended in 1975, the talks were 
moved in mid-week of the former 
residence of Kampuchea's 
ambassador to France. 

France put the house at Sihan- 
ouk’s disposal last December. 

Recognition 

Foreign Ministry officials 
decli^ all public comment say- 
ing France did not recognise any 
K^puchean government 

Sihanouk and Hun Sen have 
already met twice at hotels out- 
side Paris in the past year to talk 


about ways of ending lOyearsof 
conflict between Chinese-backed 
resistance groups and the Viet- 
namese-sponsored government 
in power m Phnom l^nh. 

Venues in central Paris were 
proposed for this round of talks 
to try to end die conflict which 
has raged since Vietnam invaded 
its Western neighbour in 1 979 to 
oust the Khmer Rouge. 

Western governments includ- 
ing the United States support 
Sihanouk on ^unds he is the 
only powerbroker capable of 
uzudag rival Taboos after 
Vietnamese leave. 

Vietnam invaded Kampuchea 
in 1978 to drive out the Khmer 
Rouge, which slaughtered more 
than one million people under 
the leadership ofPoI Pot between 
1975 and 1978. 

Sihanouk last month expres- 
sed his wUlingness to try and 
form' a coalition government 
with the Khmer ^uge if the 
group's leadership were purged 
of aU those associated with Pol 
Pot and his policies. 


US must try 
to deter war 
in Middle East, 
says expert 

WASHINGTON, Nov 5, 
( Reuter): 1 n the li^l of the I sraeli 
elections, the most compelling 
task for the Reagan administra- 
tion and its successor will be to 
deter Arab military adventures 
in the Middle East, a former 
American ambassador to Israel 
said. 

"TTiis is going to be. in my 
view, a six-month or a year’s 
period in which the major first 
order of business for the US 
administration has to be to deter 
military adventures." said 
Samuel Lewis, who served in 
Israel for 10 years and now heads 
the US Institute for Peace. 

To do that, "we must reinforce 
during the iransiiion of govern- 
ments here and in the first month 
of the next administration, and 
demonstate that the US-lsraeti 
unwritten alliance is intacu" he 
said. 

Lewis, al a Brookings Insiiiu- 
lion conference, predicted the 
failed regional peace eflbrts pur- 
sued by Secretary of Slate 
George Shultz this year will not 
soon be revived. 

Negotiations 

“We're noi going to be able toget 
back to a negotiating track for 
many months, in my view, maybe 
not for many years," he said. 

Along with others on the 
panel. Lewis said he expected a 
new Israeli government to be led 
by Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir and his right-wing Likud 
parly, whom many blame for 
thwarting the Shultz peace 
initiative. 

Arabs see the election as a disa- 
ster for peace prospects and this, 
coupled with a new Israeli clamp- 
down on Palestinians in the 
occupied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip, almost certainly will stren- 
gthen a Syrian push for Arab 
military adventurism, be said. 

Some analysts, including some 
State Dep^ment officials, sug- 
gest Shamir may surprise critics 
and work for peace. 

Shamir, in an interview with 
the Washington Post on Friday, 
said he would not make any 
radical departures from Israel's 
past policies on Middle East 
peace. The remarks were seen as 
an attempt by Shamir to reassure 
Western leaders and American 
Jews folIowiDg Tuesday’s elec- 
tion.

WASHINGTON. Nov 5, 
(KUNA): Kuwait's .Ambas- 
sador to ihe United States, 
Sheikh Saud Nasir Al Sabah, 
emphasised here Thursday that 
the .Arabs can influence 
American public opinion but 
only after they overcome their 
internal differences and strug- 
gles. 

The Arab information effort 

cannot be separated from the 
reality existing in the Arab 
world, he said. The Palestinian 
uprising, the intifada — has 
imposed itself on world public 
opinion even without any con- 
certed Arab information effort, 
he said. 

The Kuwaiti diplomat, who 
heads the information commit- 
tee of the Council of Arab 
.Ambassadors in Washington, 
made these and other comments 
in an interview with the weekly 
Arab-.American Ma^zine “Al 
Sahafr (the Journalist) publi- 
shed in Dearborn, Michigan. 
The magazine specialises in 
information and Arab- 
American issues. 


“Solutions to our problems 
cannot come from the outside,” 
the ambassador explained. “It 
must come first from within us 
and it must emanate from our 
Arab stands.” 

Unified 

Sheikh Saud affirmed that the 
Arab cause, and especially the 
Palestinian cause, cannot be 
solved unless and until the Arab 
efforts are unified and all dif- 
ferences, divergent opinions, and 
inter-Arab struggles are solved. 

"Only then would we be able 
to put our information policies 
on a sound iraci,” the ambas- 
sador said. 

For the Arabs to influence 
American public opinion, the 
ambassador explained, “We 
must have effective means to do 
that. We must have (he means to 
exercise influence over the moiia 
which only then can transmit a 
clear and honest pHcture of the 
Arab point of view.” 

It is re^iiable, that the Arabs 
in America still have no control 
over national and regional news- 
papers. radio and television sta- 


tions to enable the Arabs or 
Arab-Americans to influence 
public opinion in the United 
States. Sheikh Saud said. 


But any such media activity in 
America needs two key 
ingredients, according to the 
Kuwaiti ambassador: qualified 
human expertise and financial 
means. 


Absence 


“In the absence of these two 
ingredients, one cannot honestly 
say that Arab information exists 
on the American scene.” he 
added. 

Sheikh Saud said the absence 
of an Arab information effort in 
the United States stems from two 
reasons; firsU there is an ateenoe 
of a unified Arab decision to win 
over American public opinion. 

“There are decisions and 
statements to this effect, but 
there is no unified strategy 
backed by a budget, thequalified 
people, and the expertise needed 
to them implemented effec- 
tivdy,” according to the ambas- 
sador.

South Africa’s World War II fighters 

Black war veterans 
beg for pensions 


Bush leading in all key states

MADIBOGO. South Africa, 
(Reuter): John Choeu fought for 
his counloduring World Warll. 
Today he is fighting for a 
veteran's pension to see him 
through his twilight years. 

Choeu was one of 70.000 
black. Indian and coloured 
(mixed-racc) South Africans 
who volunteered to fight in the 
1939-1 94S war. He saw action in 
North Africa and was taken 
prisoner by German troops at 
Tobruk. 

Now 70. he lives in tiny, le^- 
ing hut made of mud and zinc 
and scratches for a living mend- 
ing metal pots and dishes. 

“ Wc sacrificed our lives for the 
freedom of South Africa, but 
today we have been reduced to 
begging for a military pension 
after being dumped in black 
homeland." Choeu said in an 
interview. 

His home is in the semi-desert 
village of Madibogo in Bophuth- 
atswana, a nominally indepen- 
dent black homeland scatterra in 
seven separate pieces across 
South Africa and not recognised 
as a country outside South 
Africa. 

Decorated 

Choeu was decorated with the 
1 939- 1 943 war medal, the Africa 
Star, the British Defence Medal 
and the Africa Serveie Medal. 

But the former soldier said his 
only reward when he was dis- 
charged in 1 946 was £6. 

Choeu *s buttle for a pension 
began at the age of 55. when both 
the South Afncan and Bophuth- 
alswana governments refused 
him anv financial assistance. 

South Africa told him he was 
no longer a dltzen of the country 
and should claim his pension 
from the government of 
Bophuthatswana, one of 10 self- 
governing territories created by 
Pretoria in line with its race 
segregation policies. 

Bophuthatswana refused to 
pu^’ Choeu or other war veterans 
living in the homeland because 
they did not fi^t on behalf of the 
territory itself 

After representations by a 
Johannesburg university law 
clinic, Pretoria agreed last month 
to pay Choeu and 21 other 
veterans 40 rand (S 1 8) per month 


Singapore pushes 
singles to wed

SI NG APORE. ( UPI); Every day 
Singapore's television viewers 
hear about the grim plight of the 
unwed and childless, an unrelent- 
ing liturgy of loneliness. 

Covern/ncni match-making 
agencies beckon singles to dan- 
ces. cruises and romantic 
holidays. .A deluge of economic 
incentives awaits those who 
marry and reproduce. 

For a year now. Singapore's 
go\ernnient has warned that 
without a baby boom Sin- 
gaporeans are heading toward 
cMinctton. .A media blitz has 
extolled the joysof wedlock. 

But the ominous trend has not 
been reversed, leaving popula- 
tion planners scrambling for new 
ways to promote wedlock. 

"We know that couples are 
putting ofT marriage." said 
Health Minister Veo Cheow 
Tong. "Is It their own choice, or 
arc there other factors we are not 
aware of?” 

Feminists say the mere ques- 
tion smacks of naivete. Singles 
contend they are in no rush to 
lake on the resTOnsibilities of a 
family. Married couples regard 
the on'iciully encouraged three 
children or more as an overwhel- 
ming load. 

"What's happening in Sin- 
gapore is no dilTereni than in the 
United States." said Connie Sin- 
gam. president of the .Associa- 
tion of Women for Research. 
Complicated 

"Many prefer to remain single 
until they've established careers, 
and ihequesiion of children is far 
more complicated" than finan- 
cial considerations. 

One message women find par- 
ticularly infunaling suggests that 
financially independent women 
areintimidating to men. “Is your 
self-sufficiency giving men a 
hard lime?" says the text with a 
picture of an attractive female 
working late at the orfice. "After 
all. you don't want to give men 
the wrong idea." 


On television an elderly 
woman in a rocking chair glances 
through her photo album, 
packed with job plaudits but 
lacking in personal mementos. 

"Lift can be lonely without a 
family," intones a solemn voice. 

The government defends the 
ads and ihecampai^ promoting 
youthful marriages and instant 
parenthood as essential to the 
survival of the city-state of 2.6 
million people. 

The population planning unit 
said 43,6 1 6 babies were bom last 
year, only 3 per cent above the 
1985 level and well below the 
target of 50,000. Even more 
worrisome, the number of singles 
increased despite the gloomy 
depictions of old-age solitude. 
Those who did opt for 
matrimony did so later. 

Shrinking 

If this continues, Singapore 
faces "calamitous consequen- 
ces." said Trade and Industry 
Minister Lee Hsien Loong, with 
the population shrinking 
^recanously around the year 

Yeo called upon better 
educated couples, the biggest cul- 
prits in avoiding marriage and 
large families, to "contribute 
equally" toward replacing them- 
selves. 

".Are we being told to have 
more children for the sake of the 
country?" asked Jacob Indran, 
the father of two who has no 
pbns fora third. 

"A baby must be wanted 
emotionally." said the owner ofa 
public relations Trim, 'll would 
be a disservice to bring up an 
unwanted child." 

Parents note the irony of the 
new policy following an earlier 
government campaign to "slop 
at two." After that, the birth rate 
plunged further than the wildest 
expectations, sparking the policy 
reversal. 

With women now in the work- 
force. family incomes rising and 
extra money available for leisure, 
few' are rushing into marriage 
and prolific reproduction.

for six months as temporary 
relief while their pension applica- 
tions were being processed. 

White South African ex-sol- 
diers receive about 230 rand 
(SI20), a month from the coun- 
try's National War Fund. 

Law clinic spokeswoman Zilla 
GrafT said they had discovered 3 1 
other former soldiers in 
Bophuthatswana whose pension 
applications have been passed to 
the war fund. 

GrafT said her clinic believed 
there could be more than 400 war 
veterans in Bophuthatswana 
alone, and hundreds more in 
other black homelands. 

"Howmanymoreof these frail 
old men will die before the 
government manages to cut free 
of its bureaucratic red tape and 
partially redeem our county's 
honour by fulfilling its obliga- 
tion to th^ volunteers in their 
dying daysT’ GrafT asked. 

Bophuthatswana police arres- 
ted and questioned Qioeu when 
they found other ex-soldiers 
gathered at his home to receive 
funds from an anti-apartheid 
church delegation. 

Under emergency rules 
imposed by the homeland gov- 
ernment after a failed coup last 
February, all public meeting are 
outlawed. 

Choeu said the Bophuthats- 
wana government — which he 
refuses to recognise — had 
actively opposed the veterans* 
fight for survival. 

Burial 

"Because nobody seemed to 
care for us, we started a burial 
society for ex-soldiers and collec- 
ted some money which we 
deposited into a bank account." 
he said. "We also got a vehicle 
which we used to collect old sol- 
diers to our meetings. 

"The homeland government 
sent policemen to confiscate our 
cheque book and vehicle and we 
were once more left with noth- 
ing.” 

Choeu and war colleagues 
John Sedupane and Koos 
Moripc, both 70, are haunted by 
promises they say were made by 
Jan Smuts, former South African 
prime minister and field marshal 
during the war. 

Smuts assured them they 
would return to a new country, 
free of racial prejudice, the ihrw 
men said. 


IN a desperate last minute effort 
to reverse the electoral Bush tide. 
Gov. Michael Dukakis has star- 
ted a whirlwind media blitz. He is 
aocq)ting virtualW every telev- 
ision interview oflered to him to 
convince the American voters 
that accusations Bush hur- 
dles at him of being weak on 
defence, soft on crime, 
unpatriotic for opposing school 
praym. are untrue. 

It is a herculean and, as his own 
polteter, Peter Hart told me, an 
almost hopeless task. In his final 
survey, conducted last week. 
Bush is leading in ail k^ states, 
California, Texas, Florid Illin- 
ois and New York. Only in New 
York the lead is very narrow — 
four points. 

In July, Hart said, Dukakis 
was ah^ on two of the key 
issues, d^siveness and getting 
things done but by August he had 
lost that important laid and has 
not iwanagarf [o reoovcr iL 
Adviser 

Furthermore, when people 
were asked which candidate they 
would choose as their finandal 
adviser and as their guide in the 
woods. Bush was the choice of a 
large majority. Dukakis was the 
preferred choice as ne^bour, 
boss and as coadi of their child's 
sports team. 

It shows that people prefer 
Bush as a leader, Dukakis as a 
human being. Dukakis deariy is 
not reassuring enough an agent 
of change. Buw because he ofters 
more of President Reagan's 
policies has the edge among the 
mdroendent voters. 

Wbax is disturbing for the 
future, though, is that two-thirds 
of the electorate are dissatisfied 
with the failure of both can- 
didates to present the American 
people with a programme and a 
lon^ term perspective on their 
presidency. 

It means that whoever wins 
will lack a real political mandate 
to govern. Negative campaigns, 
as practiced by the two can- 
didates, may help to win an elec- 
tion but provide no foundation 
for governing. Bush, at least, 
could claim that he offered con- 
tinuity for the policies of the 
Reagan administration and 
more. If anything, it is this 
promise — more peace and pros- 
perity — that rave the Bush's 
campaign its lift. When people 


feel secure about peace and econ- 
omically comfortable and con- 
fident, It is a state of mind which 
is hard to battle apinsL 

And talking alwut peace and 
die k^ to it, ust-West relations, 
one of the most interesting and 
reassuring behind-the-scenes 
development m the last few mon- 
ths. I am told on high State 
Department authority, have 
bem discussions about r^onal 
problems between the two super- 
powers. 

These rii»rmaanns, which con- 
tinue on the official as well as the 
academic level, have cmened up 
new opportunities for what 
could be called constructive 
understandings to gua^ against 
the US and the Soviet Union 
being dragged into regional con- 
flicts. 

Originally, it was the United 
States whi^ advanced the idea 
of US-Soviet consultations 
about regiona] problems. At first 
the Soviets hesitated, then tb^ 
responded cautiously and set a 
pousmical tone in the conversa- 
tions. 

Gradually, however, the dis- 
cussions became more 
analytical, more informative and 
more professional. But they did 
not lead to any operational 
dedsioDS. Gradually, also the 
Soviets began to take the 
initiative suggesting more wide- 
ran^g, more sutetantive dis- 
cussions. It was the Geneva 
meetings that were the first to 
become operational and 
ultimately led to an ameement 
for the withdrawal Soviet 
troops from Afghanistan. 

TrwMe 

The trouble with that withdr- 
awal agreement is that the 
Soviets failed to mstal a regime in 
Kabul that enjoys wide enough 
support in the country. 7^ 
Americans and Pakistanis sug- 
gested the establishment of an 
interim regime, but the Soviets 
rejected the idea and decided to 
proceed with their troops withdr- 
awal and to rely on President 
Najibullah's weak regime. 

Apart from the wraJmess and 
the unreliable fighting capacity 
ofthe Afghan Army, the faa that 
there is no central leader in com- 
mand of the mujahedeen, the 
insurgent forces, further com- 
plicates the problem of negotiat- 
ing some sort of end to the war.

TYRE, Lebanon: The blue-ahd- 
whiie 'UN van turns east off 
south Lebanon's coastal road 
toward Checkpoint 1-1.

"Five years ago people were 
trying to get out of here." says Lt 
Col Matt Sarasau, commander 
of one of the nine foreign infan- 
try battalions that make up the 
United Nations Interim Force in 
Lebanon (UNIFIL).

On the face of it, UNIFIL 
seems an unlikely candidate to 
share the prize for peacemaker of 
the year. Its mandate, spelled out 
in a 1978 UN resolution, is no 
closer to being realized today 
than it was when the 7,000 mem- 
ber force was installed after 
Israel's invasion of south 
Lefc^on in 1978. Israel remains

BUENOS AIRES. (UPI): Isabel 
Peron, who should be the keeper 
of the Peronist flame as the 
widow of Argentina's longtime 
ruler Juan Domingo Peron, dis- 
covered last week that she is an 
outcast and a political embarras- 
sment to the party that carries 
her name.

They say they, not she, r ep resent 
the thinking of her husband, 
whose memory still dominates 
Argentina's largest political 
party- 

That could backfire for the 
Peronisis in presidential elec- 
tions to be held next May. 

Resented 

_Mrs Perorf 57, is undoubtedly 
privately resented by the party 
leadership as a troublesome 
loose cannon. Her presidency, 
from when she succeeded her 
husband in 1974 to when she was 
overthrown by the military in 
1976, was characterized by 
Strokes, violence, corruption, 
runaway inflation and chaos.

Instead, success has been the 
product of a discreet pattern of 
co-operation that has evolved 
between UNIFIL and Amal, the 
17,000-man Shiite Muslim 
militia that has become the de 
facto government in south 
Lebanon. 

Attack 

Fearing Israeli reprisals, Amal 
has been a force for stability in 
southern Lebanon, thwarting 
attempts by local Palestinians 
and the pro-Iranian radical Hez- 
bollah from using south 
Lebanon as a corridor to attack 
Israel. Aanal's efforts have been 
abetted by UNlFIL's network of 
observation posts, checkpoints, 
and roving patrols, erected to 
stop the movement of armed 
people across the UN zone.

Aires in her fashionable clothing, 
people stop to say hello, shake 
her hand and wish her well, 
because the Peron name is still 
magic, llie average Argentine 
seems to respect her as a person 
even while recognising she was a 
bad president. 

She has nowhere near thechar- 
isma of Peroo's second wife 
Evita, but many Argentines 
absolve Mrs Peron of her admin- 
istration's problems and instead 
blame greedy aides and the 
military that overthrew her.

“She should leave the country 
as soon as possible," said Peron- 
ist leader Luis Macaya, the vice- 
governor of Buenos Aires 
province. 

Mrs Peron, the nominal 
president of the Peronist Party 
until 1994, declined to ^poit 
Menem's bid for the preridency, 
saying, "I likeany candidate who 
serves the nation, and he doesn't 
have to be Peronist." 

Perhaps because of the 
embarrassment she represents 
for the f^Fonists, Prisident RauJ 
Alfonsin has in the past 
graciouriy lec^ved her in the 
piesideaQal palace as a special 
guest. He will probably do so 
again, while l^^onist rivalsdo 
a slow burn. 

Mrs Peron says she is finished 
with politics, but others aren't so 
sure. 

She appeared in Libya Aug 30 
at an anti-US conference as a 
guest of Moammar Khaddafl.

Provocation 

"Premier Rakowski's decision 
was not dictated by economic 
reasons," Walesa delated in an 
I interriew, calling it a "personal 
I provocation ... against the birth- 
I place of Solidarity.” 

I Walesa, who hra been preach- 
ing economic reform, undoui^ 
ledly did not want a national 
plan to restructure Poland's 
a g in g industrial base to bqgjn in 
his own backyard. 

The devdopment underscored 
the end of a mood of accom- 
modation struck by both sides 
after Walesa ended a rash of 
strikes in September — in 
exchange for a government , 
pledge of discussions on

: Walesa purge two longtime 
Solidarity advisers from his 
ddegation to the promised talks 
or round-table.

Nevertheless, American 
officials briieve that if a serious 
conflict broke out between the 
Israelis and the Palestinians, tbe 
two superpowers would use the 
communications now establi- 
shed to prevent a larger con- 
flagration which could suck both 
into it. 

If it was the Americans who 
initially suggested regional dis- 
cussions, now the Russians 
who tend to encourage, at least 
verbally, these talks in ^e hope, 
as one of them put it recently oo a 
visit to W ashing ton; "tO dO aS 
much jointly as we can in order to 
deflate big power rivalries and to 
prevent anything from happen- 
ing that could be beyond 
everybody's control.” 
Differences 

One of the major difftreoces 
between tbe Unit^ States and 
tbe Soviet Union is that the latter 
believes that the founding of a 
Palestinian state has become 
inevitable^ the United States is 
still cling in g to a solution that 
would lead to a federal state with 
Jordan. 

American offidals are also 0V- 
ing Gorbachev credit for having 
[rfayed "a constructive role" in 
tte talks betwm Angola, South 
Africa and Cuba. They even 
believe that he has been urging 
Angolan President Jose Eduardo 
dos Santos to seek a political 
settlement with his political 
opponent Jonas Savimbi. U all 
seems to add up to a desire on the 
Soviet leader'spart to shed costly 
foreign commitments to rag-^ 
regunes that do not add anyuiing 
to the Soviet national interest or 


the power position in the world. 
In Kampuchea too tbe Soviets 
are anxious to reduce or end their 
costly commitment which 
remained a stumbling block in 
their eflbrts to improve their 
rdationsfaips with China. The 
improved prospects for a Soviet- 
Chinese summit meeting next 
year are Ihe best proof that here 
again the Soviets want set- 
tlements of regional issues that 
are irritant rather than an asset. 

Permitting 

And talking about South-East 
Asia, it is noteworthy Mos- 
cow is not only permitting but 
encouragiiig some of tbe Soviet 
dties in the Far East to orgmiise 
their own direct trading relation- 
ships with countries such as 
Japan and South Korea. No 
doubt, it is partly to overcome 
the problems of improving the 
standards ofliving in parts ofthe 
Soviet Union that are so to say at 
the end of a railway, but dso in 
order to take advantage of the 
extraordinary productivity and 
the trying ne^ of these new 
industrial nations. 

Gorbachev is seeking to 
engage every poraible source of 
swply and errat in hisdo-or-die 
eflorts to make perestroika slic- 
ed. Tbe Japaoese have been 
more reluctant than others to 
help because the Soviets have 
been unwilling to return some of 
Japan's strategic islands tbty 
occupy, but even they are now 
willing to provide credits. 

However, tbe dynamics in the 
world today are sudi that trade 
does not anyrrare follow the flag 
but precedes iL And if substan- 
tial improvements occur in tbe 
number of Jews allowed to 
emigrate, American officials say, 
^ next administration may well 
take a new look at the prasmllity 
of askmg Congress to withdraw 
the so-called Jackson-Vanik 
amendment whiefa prevent tte 
US from extending the most 
favoured nation treatment to the 
Soviets and allows exports to 
enter the United States on 
preferential terms, though for 
the rime being the Soviets have 
little to offer in the way of desira- 
ble exports to the American 
markeL All these devekqnnenis 
are an indication that even under 
a cautious Bush admimstiation 
Soviet-American relations 
would continue to improve.

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A SOUTH AMERICAN pea- 
sant girl is about to become the 
world's youngest mother.

Marta will have the baby by 
Caesarian section in Christmas 
week. A natural birtli fias been 
ruled out because her b^y is 
too small to c<^. 

Her parents were furious 
when they discovered their 
daughter bad been made preg- 
nant by an 18-year-old unde. 
Marta's father Ambrosio, a 
farmer, threatened to throw her 
out and kill the father. 

Bnt now they ^ve rallied 
round their daughter and have 
promi^ to help her bring up 
the child. Marts, her mother 
Olga, and her IhrM brothers 


and two sisters, havemoved out 
of the family's banana planta- 
tion in the ColombUm hilh 

She is now living with gyn- 
aecologist Dr Silvio Gomez, in 
the nearby town of Pitalito. 

Dr Gomez, who runs the 
• 100-bed Hospital of the Divine 
Child, said: ‘‘Marta is very 
healthy, there are no problems. 
She is a ve^ shy girl. 

“Sometimes she is like a 
difld, and smnetimes ^ is like 
a teenager, but as far as hCT 
pregnancy goes she under- 
stands completely what is hap- 
pening to hia." 

Dr Gomez added: 1 was 
amazed when a pregnant girl of 
that age was brou^t to me. 

“But I have no doubts. She 
has the bodji of a young child. 

“Marta undergo another 

important test in nud-Novem- 
ber to make sure everything is 
still all right, and we may be 
able to tell tlw sex of her baby 
then.

Doctors at first found it hard 
to believe Marta was pregnant 
even tbou^ Olga told thra ha 
daughter had stopped men- 
stniatii^ which she had been 
doing since ^ was three. 

Once the truth dawned it was 
decided she could not cany on 
living in the peasant conditions 
of her remote village, and 
arrangements were made for 
her to be moved. 

Dr Gomez has also rented a 
three-roomed house in the 
town for Marta's mother Olga 
and children to live in. 

T^r previous home in the 
hillside village of Acevedo was 
a OD^roomed hut with a mud 
floor. 

Their tiny farm, which 
Ambrosio has stayed huhind to 
'run, yields an income of just ■ 

a month. 

Marta, who will be nine on 
November 12, has become the 


centre of controversy in 
Colombia after a magarine 
treated the stoiy as a scandal. 

The story angered the people 
of Pitalito, who had treated 
Marta as nothing more than a 
strange phenomenon. 

They have made an official 
complaint to the authorities in 
the capital, Bogota, and now 
newspapers in Colombia have 
been banned from reporting 
the story. 

But Or Gomez said that the 
outcome bad been good for 
Mana and the town was rally- 
ing around to support her. 

Ambrosio said ofhis daught- 
er's pregnancy: “I was very 
angry at first but now I must 
help my little girl.

“It is my re^nsibility to 
support my familyud see them 
through this dirliculty time.

His wife Olga added: “We 
were a Catholic fa^y.

“Ambrosio is working the 
plantation while the family 
lives in Pitalito to be near 
Marta. 

“But they are very poor and 
Marta needs all the help she can 
get. 

“The family live in a 12-ihut 
village about a two hours walk 
from Pitalito in the hills, about 
1,300 metres above sea level. 

“It is quite a poor banana 
and coffee growing region. 

“Theirhouseisjustone room 
with a mud floor. It is outsidb 
the village and Mana had to eat 
and sleep their. 

“The oldest brother is only 
10, so they are too young to 
help her child up them. She is 
quiet and does not speak very 
much. 

“She looks as if she is 16 or 
1 7, but when she talks you real- 
ise she is just a little child.”

How to deal with loveshock

MINNEAPOLIS, (UPI): Dr 
Stephen Gullo figures he could 
have changed the course of his- 
tory had he been able to treat 
<^een Victoria for 'loveshock' 
after the death of Prince Alben. 

He feels the rigidity of the 
Victorian A^ stemm^ direc- 
tly from the failure of the 
'Widow of Windsor' to cope 
with the loss of her husband. 

Gullo, who practices psy- 
chotherapy in New York and 
teaches at Columbia Univer- 
sity, has defined the loss of a 
lov^ one — through death or a 
parting of the ways — as love- 
shock. 

And that is the name of a 
book he has written with a for- 
mer patient, Connie Church, a 
Los Angeles writer who is a 
divorcee and the mother of two. 

They see Great Britain’s Vic- 
toria as an extreme example of 
someone who never faced up to 
the problem of dealing with a 
broken bean. “So great was her 
loss that she put the entire Brit- 
ish Empire into loveshock," 
Gullo writes. “The sombre 
clothing, the austerity, the 
rigidity — the Victorian Age 
was in tnitb an a^ of moum- 
ing, a relTection of Queen Vic- 
toria's grief, her own love- 
shock." 

The therapist would have led 
the Queen through six steps, 
teaching her “how to recover 
from hean break and love 
again.” 

Whether Victoria could have 
loved again, she probably 
would have benefitted from 
understanding the process — 
from shock, grief mid setting 
blame to resignation, rebuk- 
ing and resolution. 

In shock. Guile writes, there 
is “an immediate sense of 
numbness, disorientation, and 
disbelief.” During grief thm is 
not just mourning for the loss of 
the person but mourniim for 
the unfulfilled promise ofa life 
together.” 

People next start blaming 
themselves, the other person or 
others in ^eral or th^ may 
look to their gene^ life cir- 
cumstances as well to placej 
blame. Gullo says anger is 
usually the strongest emotion 
at this time.

Resignation is called the 
“goodbye stage” and some 
consider it the hardest to ^t 
through. In rebuilding, the per- 
son raises the worst is over 
and it is time to start dating and

During the resolution stage 
people start “a new life cycle,” 
aware they have “made peace 
with their emotional pain.” 

“While 1 had no cure to offer 
my patients, I could help them 
make sense of wbal they were 
experiencing — make them 
realise that tl^ could endure 
what they initi^ly found to be 
unbearable,” Gullo writes.

She said friends put her in 
touch with Gullo. 

“Through him I found the 
skills, the tools, to get through 


“Our 
purpose is to minimise the pain. 
We hope to get people to avoid 
taking a destructive route - 
not to rely on alcohol or drugs 
or to binge on food or not eat at 
all.” " 

“The big thing is to assure 
distraught lovers cau^t in this 
process (hat they are not going 
crazy — that what they are 
experiendng is as common as 
the common cold,” Gullo said. 
“It is usually a big relief once 
. they realise how natural their 
feelings are. 

“We are not dealing mih 
psychotherapy. We are trying 
to teach survival skills.”

“Young people no longer 
have the inhibitions of their

women nsFadaiettonrillness t Antibiotic cure for PMS?

THEcurrent vogue for keeping 
fit can produce obsessive 
women who “constantly talk 
about their running timeat par- 
ties, fantasise about their next 
aerobic class at work, and reor- 
ganise their working hours in 
order to have more time in the 
gym”, says Dr Charles Sterling, 
an Andean health expert. 

Dr Sterling, chief executive 
officer of The Institute for 
Aerobics Research in Texas, 
says the fitness “addict” wilt 
persist in running or pumping 
iron even if she is sick, exhaus- 
ted or has injured herself.” 

His comments appear in an 
article in the New Woman 
m^azine, which warns of the 
dangers of taking the ke^fit 
habit too far. 

Accoiding to the article, bet- 
ween 50 and 75 per cent of 
women who lake exercise 
seriously run the risk of becom- 
ing “addicts”, leading to 
physical problems as well as an 
“unhealthy obsessional 
attitude" to fitness. 

Among the many injuries 
caused by over-training, says 
the article, are stress fractures 
and sciatica, but, it adds, too 
much exercising can also sup- 
press the immune system and 
increase the risk of contracting 


influenza, colds and minor 
infections. 

A combination of strenuous 
exercising and dieting can 
cause low blood pressure, iron 
deficiency and dehydration, 
which can result in weakness, 
dizziness and lethargy, it says. 

The magarine quotes Dr 
Lynn Barrett-Moran, a clinical 
^chologist, who suggests that 
for many intelligent women 
keeping fit can turn into an 
obs^on when it is used as an 
escape from other probJems. 

She says: '"n'e fitness addict 
thinks: ‘1 may not be in charge 
of ansrthf og else in my life, but 1 
can control my body'. 

“As the addict exercises 
more and more, she does not 
leave herself enough time or 
energy to find solutions to what 
is really bothering her, to have 
relationships.” 

In the article, Mr Stuart Bid- 
dle, lecturer ic the p^diology 
of physical education at Exeter 
University, recommends that 
three or four regular 20-minute 
sessions of exercise a week are 
sufficient for good health. 

He says: “^en it comes to 
exercise, more is not always bet- 
ter. There are two sides to tiie 
fitness equation and it is impor- 
tant to maintain a healthy 
balance between exercise and 
rest."

FAMILY DOCTOR IT’S UNWISE TO LEAVE POSSIBLE 

By DR ALLAN BRUCKHEIM gKIN CANCER UNTREATED 


QUESTION: I've heard that someskin can- 
cers are dangerous and others aren't Is this 
true? 

.ANSWER 'll is unwise to let a^ possi- 
ble skin cancer develop untreated. There are 
three common types of skin cancer. E^sal 
cell carcinoma is the most common in the 
United States, and rarely causes death, as it 
does not spread to other organs. The slow- 
growing cancers are usually raised, tran- 
slucent, pearly nodule. Lefi untreated, they 
may crust ulcerate and bleed. They usuaJly 
are removed by excision surgeiy — in which 
the doctor removes the entire growth and a 
small border of normal skin. Obviously, the 
sooner you care for (his problem, the better, 
becausea smaller portion of skin will have to 
be gouged out to cure you of this disease. 

The ne.\t most common form of skin 
cancer in the United States is squamous cell 
carcinoma - - which can be very deadly. 
These cancers present themselves as raised, 
red or pink opaque nodules Or warty grow- 
ths. which ulcerate in the centre. Left 
untreated, they can develop into large, 
ulcerating, mii^txim-lilce tumours that 


can spread to other parts of the body. 

Malignant melanoma is the most deadly 
form ofskin cancer. It generally starts as a 
mottled, light brown to black flat blemish 
with irregular borders. The blemish may 
turn shadesof red, blueor white, crust on the 
surface and bleed. The most frequent loca- 
tion for melanomas are in moles on the 
upper back, torso, lower legs, head and 
neck. 

Experts believe that you can prevent the 
majority of skin cancers by simply limiting 
time in the sun and using sun-protection 
lotions frequently when you are out in the 
sun. Clearly, it is imporianl to ^ve yourself 
regular examinations, by looking at your 
entire body in the mirror to see if there any 
changes on the skin or if there are any 
irregularities. When you go for your regular 
physical examination hare your debtor lake 
a look ai all existing moIes.’so (hat he or she 
will be able to note any changes in the future. 

QUESTION; 1 detest travel of any kind 
because f get so deathly ill. What to do? 

ANSWER: Although not usually a 
serious medical problem, motion sickness is 


the most common complaint voiced by 
travellers. Its symptoms — dizziness with 
na usea, vomiting or pale clammy skin — are 
caused by an overstimulation of the loanee 
o^DS in the middle ear. The sense organs 
(sight, hearing and touch in particular) send 
messages to the brain whenever our balance 
is disturbed, either inside or from outside 
movements. If these messa^ come too fast 
or are mixed (your eyes see no motion but 
your body feels it) the brain gets overwhel- 
med and sickness results. 

Tominimize motion sickness tiy loavoid 
lengthy exposure to continuous, undulating 
and rolling motion. Ride with your eyes 
fixed on a distant stationary ol^ect when 
possible, so your eyes will see the same 
motion that your body and inner ears feel. 
Do not read when travelling and do not sit 
faring backward. Also avoid heavy, spicy 
foods that might upsetyourstomacb. \^en 
these simple remedies fml, try some medica- 
tions that can be recommended by your 
physician or pharmacist lo alleviate the 
troublesome results of motion sickness.

CAROL is a lively, clever 
woman with a demanding job 
as senior nurse in a busy bos- 

e 'tal. She is sociable and fun to 
with. But oncea month she is 
a misery to herself and others. 

Carol is one of an estimated 
90 per cent of women who 
exp^ence pre-mensirual syn- 
drome (PMS), morecommottly 
known as pre-menstrual ten- 
sion. Now an American resear- 
cher has put forward a thrary 
that the syndrome isdue to bac- 
teria in the womb, and can 
treated with antibiotics. 

Women like Carol are in the 
unfortunate five per cent of 
extreme PMS sufferers. When 
her period is a few days away 
she becomes short-tempered, 
aggressive, overtired, suffers 
from severe headaches and 
loses interest in sex. 

Depression, anxiety, food 
cravings, breast tenderness and 
abdominal bloating are alro 
oonunon complaints. 

Dr Attila Toth and his 
colleagues at the MacLeod 
Laboratory for Infertility, part 
of New York Hospital’s Cor- 
nell Medical Centre, have 
found that PMS sufferers 
treated with doxycyriine, an 
antibiotic, experienced a sub- 
stantial and long term 
improvement in their symp- 
toms. In Britain doxycyclme is 
marketed as vibramydn. 

The Toth team's extraordi- 
nary suggestion is that PMS is 
associated with bacterial infec- 
tion in many cases. TTiey theor- 
ise that the infection, which 
doesn’t itself produce any clear 
symptoms, is in the ovaries or 
t^wombiiniag. 

When a number of women 
having broad spectrum 
antibiotic treatment for other 
reasons reported a lessening of 
their PMSsympto^ Toth and 
his colleagues decid^ to do a 
carefully controlled study of 30 
sufferers. 

For the first month of the 
trial, the 30 women, all of 
whom were aged 25-35, and 
had moderately severe PMS. 
were asked to record the 
severity of six physical and 
seven behaviouim symptoms 
of the syndrome, on a num- 
bered scale. No treatment was 
administered. 

In ihe.second month, half of 
the sufferers were given 100 
milligramsof doxycyriine twice 
daily for the whole of their 
menstrual cycle. The other half 
were given an identical-looking 
placebo. Nobody knew which 
treatment she received. In the 


third month, the original 
placebo group were given the 
doxycychne. 

The findings were impr^ 
sire. Whiletheplacebogroupin 
the second month records a 
slighteari^oftheirsymptoms, 
the antibiotic treat^ group 
recorded an overall five fbid 
improvement, indicating con- 
sidmble relitf fiom many — or 
most — of their PMS symp- 
toms. 

The sufferere who showed 
just slight improvement with 
the placebo in the second 
month improved substanti^y 
in the third month of the trial, 
when they were in turn given 
antibiotic. 

Swabs taken from the lining 
of the womb revealed tiiat a 
high peroen tage of the sufferers 
had bacteria often associated 
with genital tract infections 
such as mycoplasmas 
anaerobic bacteria and 
chlamydia trachomatis, possi- 
bly introduced during inter- 
course. ARer antibiotic treat- 
ment the frequency of these 
bacterial isolates declined. 

“At leasta third of PMS suf- 
ferers we have studied have 
such infections,” says Toth, but 
he is quick to point out that the 
link between surii infections 
and PMS is far Rom woven. 

Psychological effects of 
receiving treatment or some 
unknown chemical mechanism 
by the antibiotic could perhaps 
play a parL The proportion of 
sufferers with iniecuons could 
also be unusual. 

On top of that is the point 
that constant treatment with 
antibiotics would, in the words 
of one sufferer, be rather like 
using a sledgehammer to crack 
a nut. 

Dr Michael Brush, senior 
lecturer in reproductive bio- 
chemistry in the department of 
^oaecology at London's St 
Thomas Hospital, has been 
treating. PMS sufferers for 14 
years. 

He is surprised by Toth's fin- 
dings and cautions that any 
new potential advance in treat- 
ment should be thoroughly tes- 
ted and tried. 

The existing treatments fall 
into three types, hormonal, 
nutritional and drug treat- 
ments. Of the hormonal 
therapies, progesterone — a 
female hormone controlling 
ovulation and the development 
and shedding of the womb lin- 
ingduringaperiod — is the but 
known. 

Often deficient in PMS suf- 
ferers, it can give 60 per cent of 
sufferers some relief and cure 


perhaps a third. Taken for long 
spells, it has the added advan- 
tage of regulating the mens- 
trual cycle. 

Oil of evening primrose is 
one natural treatment which is 
supposed to be beneficial. It is a 
rich source of linoleic acid, a 
building block of prostaglan- 
dins, hormone-like substances 
in the body which regulate 
many functions. Vitamm B*, 
combined with mineral su^h 
plements and a good balanced 
diet, may also help because of 
its role in prolactin control, a 
hormone that increases before 
menstruation. 

Drugs that suppress the 
oreriao to stop the hor- 
monal “signalUng" of PMS, or 
that reduce prolactin levels are

sometimes used too. 

Toth's ^mup is now trying 
other anubiolics such as gen- 
tomycin. These, he says, have 
displayed even greater success 
than that achieved with doxy- 
cycUne.

AT u charity dinner at the 
While House, a wealthy 
American politician gazed in 
fascination ul the guests orhon- 
our. the Prince and Princess of 
Wales. 

He was dazzled by the 
clamour of Princess Diana and 
struck by the way the Prince 
fiddl^ with his cufflinks and 
darted nervous glances around 
the room, as if unsure whether 
he should even be there at ail. 

The politician turned to a 
companion and remarked: 
“His mother's got the throne 
and his wife's got the media. 

“WTiat's left for that poor 
guv?" 

.And '*whai's left” is 
obviously someihinc the Prince 
has given much thought to. 
.After all. he has been groomed 
and trained since birth fora job 
that he almost certainly won't 
take up until he is in his sLxites. 
He can't fill his lime just play- 
ing polo and going salmon fish- 
ing until the big day of his ow*n 
coronation arrives. 

But as his outspoken 
remarks on Britain's decaying 
innerciiy arcus, on the environ- 
ment, homelessness and 
poverty, and his savage criti- 
cism of modern British 
architecture quite clcarly 
demonsiruie. he never intendis 
to be a Prince who has “Gone 
Fishin" for too long. 

But is Prince Charles a fit and 
prv'per person to be a future 
king? 

In a new book* journalist 
and author .Alan Hamilton 
rcvx*als something that many 
obviously cannot see: Charles 
is a thorough traditionalist. 

Charles' Philip Arthur 
George. Prince of Wales. Duke 
of Cornwall. Duke of Roth- 
esay, Earl of Chester, Earl of 
Cafrick, Baron Renfrew, Lord 
of the Isles and Prince and 
Great Steward of Scotland, is 


uniq^ue within the present royal 
family and the royalty of 
previous centuries too. 

He is the first heir to have 
attended school — others had 
private tutors at the palace — 
and the llrst to have gained a 
university degree. 

He is the first modem Heir 
Apparent to have married out- 
side royalty. 

He has also met more of his 
future subjects than any 
previous heir, and what is more 
has enjoyed a much greater 
degree offarailiarily with them. 
Not for him the attitude that 
the serfs ought to be lucky if 
they get just halfa minute ofhis 
personal undivided atienlion. 

When he is introduced he 
greets with a firm handshake 
and his gaze is direct, his whole 
attention engaged — even 
though in strange surroundings 
he may “exude the benignly 
quizzical, faintly puzzled air of 
a bishop in a betting shop". 

And while he may wish to get 
as close as he can to his future 
subjects, because of the rarefied 
air of his upbringing and his 
present status it is cl^r that he 
is different from them. 

He is “like a visitor from a far 
country, friendly and 
inquisitive, who has taken the 
trouble to learn the language 
and customs, who would never 
think of emigrating, but who 
remains wide-eyed with 
curiosity, and sometimes 
astonishment, at what he sees." 

Conoern 

.And while some previous 
Princes of W'ales have caused 
concern by their profligate 
lifestyles. Prince Charles is 
something of an intellectual, a 
lover of books, opera and good 
architecture. 

The author says: “His 
preferred place of work is his 
study at Kensington Palace, 
seaiM amidst an unholy clutter 
of paper and in front of a 
packed Georgian bookcase

heavy with works of philoso- 
phy, with an open fire burning 
in winter. 

“Family photographs jostle 
for space with treasured per- 
sonal memento^ including the 
flag of the Polish trade union 
Solidarity, a model of the 
American space shuttle, and a 
small silverr^lica of the mines- 
weeper he bnefly commanded, 
HMS Bronington. 

Parsnits 

“The room is reminiscent of 
a professor’s study, its donnish 
air reinforced by the view from 
its windows into the quiet 
Palace quadrangle.” 

And he jealously guards his 
territory there. Alan continues: 
“No secretary nor servant 
would dare move any piece of 
paper in MnoeCharles’sstudy. 

“He is fussy, pernickety 
even, about details. Everything 
must be right and to his liking, 
and he will yield easily to 
moodiness, irritability and 
even brief flashes of temper if 
his path is crossed or his desires 
frustrated. 

“He is the Prince of Wales, 


and others are not" 

And the enigma Charles has 
not been called Action Man fbr 
nothing. 

As well as his gentler pursuits 
of fishing and paintinjg, Charles 
also enjoys polo and is a skil^l 
skier. He likes to push that skill 
to dangerous Urmts, as at Klo- 
sters in the Swiss Alps in March 
1988. 

Alan Hamilton says: “In 
pursuit of his passion for 
physical challen^ ^ his 
skiing party to a precipitous 
mountainside away from the 
well-used runs. 

“That the party ignored the 
day's avalanche warnings was 
their undoing: a huu wall of 
snow descended from the 
mountainside above them, IdU- 
ing Major Hugh Lindsay and 
seriously injuring Patiie Pal- 
mer-Tomkinson, both 
experienced skiers.” 

It was perhaps the most 
dreadful moment in Charles's 
life since the death by an 1RA> 
bomb squad of his' mentor, 
even father figure. Lord Moun- 
tbatten. 


And as for Charles's repor- 
ted rocky marriage, it seems 
there has been less of a rift and 
more of an arrangemenL What 
the tabloid Press is eager to dub 
a failed marriage and now 
really just a “marriage of con- 
venience” is in fact now a con- 
vetnently arranged marriage, 
says Alan Hamilton. 

Gossips say the marriage has 
hit the seven-year itch —.or 
maybe just a seven-year twitch 
— and that mythlal “mid-life 
crisis’* could 1 m upon him with 
his fortieth bir^day. 

Alan Hamilton writes: 
“Charles was excrodonally dis- 
tressed when, in the autumn of 
1987, some nevrapapers noted 
that he had spent upwards of a 
month at ^Imoral without 
seeing either his wife or his chil- 
dren, who remained in the 
south.” 

But they failed to understand 
“the mores and lifestyle of the 
English aristocracy, who can 
pursue quite separate lives, 
with long period of sroara- 
tion, and s^ remain perfectly 
flimiy married. 

“To name but one. Prince 
Philip was hanlly a pipe-and- 
slippers man himself at the 
same stage of his married life.” 

But the future King Charles 
HI is unlikely to be king until 
well into the mture. There may 
be many who, though greatly 
respecting the Queen, would 
like to see the reins handed over 
to him while he is still in his 
prime, still relatively young, 
energetic and charming. 

Abdicatioa 

But the possibili^ of the 
Queen’s abdication is against 
all tradition, against the 
Queen’s own nature, and even 
against her Coronation vows. 
To make a dizumatic compar- 
ison: she would be more likely 
to divorce her husband than 
breach the sacred promises to 
head the nation made in the 
name of God. 

When the Prince does even- 
tually become the King, author 
Alan Hamilton concludes: 
“King Charles III is likely to 
disappoint the intellectuaT left 
and the aristocratic righL 

“He has not given us many 
grounds for thinking that he 
will disappoint the rest of us.

Opening lead: Ten of 4 

At first glance, it might seem that 
South’s only chance at a heart slam 
lies in the diamond flnesse succeed- 
ing. However, there is an additional 
possibility. Can you spot it? 

The interesting point in the auc- 
tion is North’s jump to four spades. 
By an unpassed hand, that would be 
preemptive; by a passed hand, it 
denotes a holding that has been pro- 
moted to the equivalent of an open- 
ing bid. When North then cue-bid 
his ace of diamond in response to 
his partner's slam try, South decid- 
ed that slam would offer reasonable 
prospects. 

Declarer won the Tirsi trick in 
hand, and immediately crossed to 
the king of trumps. Next, he led the 
jack of hearts, was caught in a 
position where, had he stopped to 
consider, he would be giving away 
the location of the ace of hearts. So

he played low smoothly, as recom- 
mended in aU the bridge columns. 
Unfortunately, this was not the 
right time, and declarer happily 
scooped in his singleton king of 
hearts and the slam was guaranteed 
regardless of whether the diamond 
finesse won or lost 
South’s bit of larceny cost noth- 
ing. Had either defender grabbed 
the ace of heans, declarer would 
still have been able to take the dia- 
mond finesse for his contract. But 
note bow carefully he timed his psy- 
chological lead of the jack of hearts. 
He drew only one round of trumps, 
to try to prevent either defender 
from making a telling discard in 
hearts. And he made the play early 
in the hand, when the defenders 
would have to make a decision in 
relative ignorance of the actual lie of 
the cards.

T. Marcelo Jr. of violating the 
Anti-GraR and Corrupt Prac- 
tices Act. 

No second term, 
says Aquino 

PRESIDENT Aquino has 
doused reports that she will seek 
another term of office, saying 
that she is working only for the 
transition period. 

In 3 pre^ conference with the 
Foreign Correspondents Asso- 
ciation of the Philippines 
(FOCAP) at the Manila Mid- 
town Hotel in Enniia, Aquino 
said that she is not considering a 
second term. 

“No, I'm not. 1 have said from 
the verv' beginning that this ismy 
one and only term." the 
President said. 

The President’s statement 
came in the wake of specula lions 
that she will run for re-election in 
1992. backed by the new Laban 
ng Demokraiiko ng Filipino.

Indictment tied to bases pact? 


THE indictment of 
Presidest Marcos for fraud and 
racketeer^ may have been one 
of 'Washington's secret conces- 
sions to M anila in exdiange for 
the speedy signing of the new 
bases agreement, political 
leaders said. 

'This is a ppsability,*' Sen. 
Wigberto Tanada, an opponent 
of US bases in the count^, said 
wbra asked whether the mdict- 
ment of Marcos before a US 
federal court had any connection 
with the negotiations for a new 
bases accord. 

Foreign Secretary Rmd Man- 
glapus, however, denied such 
spe^ations. “I don't think the 
indictment had anything to do 
with the bases agreement,’* sxud 
Manila's ^ef negotiator in the 
l»ses talks upon his arrival. 

An opposition leader who 
spoke on condition of anonymity 
»id there are too many “strange 
coincidences” regarding US 
efforts to indict Marcos and the 
negotiation of the terms for the 
last two years of the RP-US 
Military Bases Agreement 
(MBA). 

The opposition leader said 
that the US Justice Department 
sought White House’s go-signal 
to indict Maxcos on July 1 8 at the 
height of the bases negotiations.

In a diplomatic note, the 
ntilippine governinent iiiformed 
the US State Department on Ai^ 
8 that Marcos has lost his 
immuni ty from suits and should, 
•tberefore, be indicted. Ihe move 
coindded with the resolution of 
several ooints covering the 
propos^ bases agreement, the 
opposition leader said. 

More than a month later.' the 
new bases agreement was si^ied. 


A few days later, US federal 
prosecutors filed charges against 
Marcos. 

“There was a quid pro quo, 
only we can not fathom that,*' 
saia aif opposition leader, adding 
that the speedy signing of the 
agreement and the charges 
against Marcos fonned pact of a 
hidden agreement between 
.Washington and Manila. 

Sen. Hdierson Alvarez, a for- 


mer US eule. and Son Rene 
Saguisag, a Harvard-trained 
lawyer, however, said the 
decision to indict Marcos may 
have been more a victory by the 
Justice Department • over the 
State Department in the lop level 
debate in Washington. 

“The US court merely want to 
conJjnn with American legal 
nonns,” said Alvarez, who is 
scheduled to leave today for San 
Francisco to testify on behalf of 
Steve Psinakis who faces charges 
of violating the US Neutrality 
Act. 

The top level debates which 
followed the fonnal request from 
the US Department ofJustice to 
indict Marcos centred on 
whether the filing of charges 
would be in accordance with US 
interest. 

The State Department has 
expressed fears that the indict- 
ment would jeopardize future 
US efforts to persuade emteitled 
dictators elsewhere to step down 
and give way to a smooth transi- 
tion toward democracy. 

For a while, top Philippine 
leaders ihou|^t the US would 
allow Marcos to go scot-free. 

“But the bases agreement 
could have been viewed as a con- 
sideration more primordial than 
Marcos,” the opposition leader 
said.

artefacts 

‘stolen’ 

TH E government is claiming 300 
valuable cultural properties, 
mostly Cliinese ceramics of the 
Sung, Yuan, and Ming dynasties 
and raiippine santos (religious 
images), wmcb were shipped out 
of tile country by a German 
national from 1975 to 1981. 

The National Bureau of Inves- 
tigation (NBI) said that the Ger- 
man, will be charg^ with viola- 
tion of Section 10, Presidential 
Decree 374, otherwise known as 
*'The Cultural Properties 
Preservation and Protection 
Act.” 

The law provides: “it shall be 
unlawful to export or cause to be 
taken out of the Philij^Mnes any 
cultural propertjr without 
previous registration of the 
objects with the National 
Museum and a written permit 
from the director of the National 
Museum...” 


The National Museum said 
tiie German did not get a permit 
to export or take out from the 
country precious cultural 
properties. 

He reportedly declared the 
items as Philippine handicraft or 
“unsolicited gifts” of no com- 
mercial value to avoid govem- 
ment taxes and requirements. It 
is a scheme to deprive the 
niipino people of tbefr ridi cul- 
tural historu^ heritage, the NBI 
report added. 

Ihua Kaiaw Ledesma, chair- 
man of a special task force, cul- 
tural prop^es division of the 
National Museum, Department 
of Education, Culture, and 
Sports (DECS), had earlier 
sought the help of the NBI in the 
recovery of th^ pieces alle^dly 
taken out of the country by the 
German. 

In a letter to Justice Secreta^ 
Sedfrey Oidonez. Ledesma said 
that he took out the jrieces with- 
out previous registration and 
ei^rt permit from the National 
Museum. 

Kaiaw said that these objects 
are on dis^y in a special wing of 
the Museum for Ostasiatische 
Kunst , West Germany. ■

Bond prices plunge 


Election puts Wall Street in cold sweat 


NEW YORK, Nov 5, (AP): The 
arrival of November plunged the 
stock market from a raging fever 
into a cold sweat 

In the wake of ‘'takeover- 
fever.'' which swept through 
Wall Street in October's fmal 
days, a chill settled in this past 
week when the market began to 
nervously count down the days 
until T uesday's presidential elec- 
tion. 

Many institutional investors 
clung to the sidelines, leaving the 
field loprofessioi^sand putting 
a damper on trading volume. 

The Dow Jones average of 30 
industrials barely stirred all 
week, finishing with a net loss of 
4.09 points at 2, 1 45.80. 

Although Wall Street expects 
George Bush — its favoured can- 
didate — to win, there's been 
enough uncertainty lo keep 
investors on edge. Political poll- 
watching seems to have replaced 
technical chart-watching for the 
moment. 

The market came to life briefly 
on Thursday, when the shaky 
dollar stabilised and the Dow 
Average brushed against the 
2. 1 78 mark before ending the day 
at 2,170.34. 

TTien on Friday, new unem- 


ploymeni data showing surpris- 
ing strength in the economy 
drove the blue-chip indicator 
down 24.54 poinls, Tlie govern- 
ment report^ that the nation's 
jobless rate fell to 5.3 per cent in 
October, the lowest level in 14 
years, as the economy created 
more than 300,000 jobs. 

Through most of the week, 
aniicijiation of the jobless data 
had given the market another 
thing to worry about and 
deepened its pre-election anx- 
iety. 

"People sort of threw in the 
towel for this week," said Philip 
Puccio, a senior vice presidenl of 
Dillon, Read and Co. flnancia] 
Arm. 

Once the hoopla of the election 
is over. Wall Street probably will 
pi dc up where j t lefl off before the 
takeover frenzy hit — worrying 
about interest rates. 

Policy 

Early in the week, many 
observers had been expecting the 
Federal Reserve to keep credit 
poUcy and interest rates stable in 
the nearfuture. Recent«guthat 
the economy is slowing and 
inflationary pressures are easing 
would make the Fed loathe to 
push interest rates higher, they 


believed. 

That view gained credence 
Monday when Martha R. Seger. 
a member of the Fed's board of 
governors, estimated that the US 
economy has slowed in the thini 
quarter and will grow by I to 2. 
percent next year. 

S^er told the economic dub 
of Detroit that recent economic 
data have allayed fean of rekin- 
dled inflation. 

But a recent slide in the dollar 
raised concern that the central 
bank could nudge interest rates 
higher to bolster the US 
currency. Although the tbllar 
steadied late in the week, the fear 
of higher rates was reklndl^ by 
Friday's unemployment figures. 

‘The level of short-term 
interest rates remains die most 
important likely determinant of 
stock prices,'* says Robert J. 
Nurock, publisher of the Astute 
Investor Newletter out of PaoU, 
Pennsylvania. "Lower short- 
term rates would help stimulate 
business." 

Besides the stagnant Dow. 
other readings for the week 
showed the New Yoric Stock 
Exchange Composite index 
down 1 .38 at 155.70, the Nasdaq

Slowing demand will keep oil prices low 


HOUSTON, Nov 5, (Reuter): 
World oil prices will remain near 
cufTsnt fev^ through the end of 
the century because of slowing 
demand growth, the threat of an 
economic recession and excess 
OPEC production, oil analysts 
said. 

Much of what happens to oil 
prices will reflect (he level of 
production among major sup- 
pliers, such as members of the 
Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries, they said. 

OPEC, which produces about 
one-third the world’s oil. is not 
likely to cut output soon because 
of sharp, internal political dis- 
agreements, according to 
Ashland Oil Inc. chief economist 
Cyrus Tahmassebi. 

Because of deep divisions 
within OPEC, parucularly bet- 
ween Iran and Iraq. Tahmassebi 
said "not much will take place in 
the short' and medium-term" to 
set production quotas. 

/Uthougb OPEC hopes to 
stem overproducuon in a move 
to raise oil prices to 518 a barrel 
by this time next year. Tahmas- 
sebi said prices are destined to 


fluctuate between 510 and 515 a 
barrel until at least the year 2000. 

Tahmassebi and other 
analysts were speaking at an 
International Association of 
Energy Economics meeting in 
Houston this week. 

William Brown, an oil analyst 
with Kidder. Peabody and Co. 
Inc., said prices could fall one 
dollar a barrel in the next few 
months because of weakening 
gasoline demand. But the down- 
ward pressure should be^n to 
ease “late in the second quarter 
or early in the third quarter of 
1989." Brown said. 

He predicted that crude oil 
prices would improve by 52 to 
three in the second half of 1989, 
boosting North Sea Brent, for 
example, to 514 to 15 a barrel. 
North Sea Brent crude, the 
world's most widely traded 
grade, commanded about 51 2.95 
a barrel yesicr^y for November 
shipenents. 

Brown said gasoline demand 
in the United States should fall 
from 7.3 million barrels per day 
to below 7.0 million in December 
because of a seasonal decline. At 


the same time, refineries are not 
expect^ to cut their output 
bemuse of the current profit 
m and ns in the industry, he said. 

Tahmassebi said oil demand 
will not grow as rapidly as in the 
past Sew years, parucularly in the 
United States, where “there's a 
very good dianee for a recession 
in the second half of 1989 ... 
which could spread to other 
countries." 

The analysts blamed low 
prices on the world oversupply of 
crude. To reduce the oversuj^Iy 
OPEC would have to set a 
production guota of 17 million 
BPD, which IS unlikely, Tahmas- 
sebi, be said. "Reducing <^uoias 
will be very difficult to achieve," 
be said. 

Optimistic 

Separately Mobil Corp. chair- 
man Allen Murray told Reuters 
in an interview he was optimistic 
OPEC will reach an accord 
which could UR oil prices to the 
group's 518 figure," he said. 

OPEC Secretariat's Akim 
Iwayemi, also speaking at the 
coofenence, said OPEC should 
not be expected to make produc- 


tion cuts alone. 

OPEC production averaged 
21.7 million BPD in October, up 
from 20.6 million BPD in Sep- 
tember, according to a Reuter 
survey. The group has a self- 
imposed production cefling of 
15.06 million BPD excluding 
Iraq.

Buyout group Forstmann Little US unemployment

NEW YORK. Nov 5, (Reuter): 
Buyout group Forstmaon Little 
Co., joining with some of 
America's biggest consumer 
products companies, said yester- 
day it may enter the bidding for 
RJR NaUsco Inc. target of the 
biggest-ever takeover tottle. 

The food and tobacco group is 
already facinga 520.9 billion. x92 
a share bid from a management- 
let group and a S20.3 billion. 590 
a share offer from buyout firm 
Kohiberg K.ra\i$ Roberts Co. 

The Forstmann Group, which 
includes the consumer products 
giant Procter Gamble Co. and 
the food company Ralston 
Purina Co., declined to state a 
price but said any bid would be 
superior to those already on the 
table. 

Offer 

The group said its ofTer came 
in response to Nabisco's call on 
Wednesday for bids higher than 
the Kohiberg Kravis offer. The 
management-led group sub- 
s^uently raised its bid lo S20.9 
billion. 

.At such prices the buyout 
would be the largest in US cor- 
porate history. 

"We are prepared to work 
expeditiously lo attempt to 
develop a proposal which would 
be accepted by the RJR Nabisco 


board and which would be 
attractive lo the shareholders, 
managemenu employees, and 
other constituencies served by 
RJR Nabisco,” Theodore Forst- 
mann. a general partner in Forst- 
mann Little, said in (he 
statement. 

The Forstmann Group also 
includes Castle Cooke Inc., a San 
Frandsco-bosed food and real 
estate group, and the investment 
bank Goldman Sachs Co. 

Confld«ntial 

Forstmann said the special 
committee of Nabisco's board 
welcomed the interest of the 
group and will supply it with con- 
lidential informution to help it 
fomiulate a bid. 

The group indicated that it 
would make an all-cash offer. 
"We would not require RJR 
Nabisco shareholders to finance 
any of the debt incurred in our 
offer," Theodore Forstmann 
said in Ihe statement. 

Forstmann Little had been 
reported to have held talks with 
the management-led group, but 
the talks broke off. 

The management and Kohl- 
berg Kravis Groups have held 
talks on a number of occasions 
but they broke down on Thurs- 
day for the second time, infor- 
ms sources said, because the 


investment banks retained by the 
rival groups could not agree on a 
key oiacter. 

Kohlbe^ Kravis has lined up 
Wassersteio. Perella and Co., 
Drexel Burnham Lambert Inc.. 
Merrill Lynch and Co. and Mor- 
gan Stanley. On the other ^nd, 
Shearson Lehman Hutton Inc. 
and Salomon Inc. are partners 
with RJR's management. 

Role 

Wall Street sources said the 
two sides agreed to an equal role 
in any joint offer, but ^omon 
and Shearson would not allow 
Drexel Burnham to be the man- 
ager of a huge junk-bond o^er- 
ing to help finance the transi- 
tion. 

After the talks broke down, 
the RJR-Shearson-Salomon 
group raised its price. 

Sources close to the talks 
would not rule out a compromise 
that wodd ultimately imd to a 
joint bid.

(Reuter): A falling US unem- 
ployment rate gave a boost to 
Republican George Bush in the 
last days of the presidential cam- 
paign but finaiicial markets saw 
troubling signs of inflation in the 
new figures.

KUWAIT, Nov 5. (Reuier):

Hieen fire per cent and 7-1/2 per 
cent. 

One-month was put at 7- 1. .'2. 
seven per cent after deals at 7- 1 /2 
and 7-S. K per cent. Other fixed- 


period quotes were national at 
7-3/8. 6-7/8 per cent for the two- 
month, 7-1/4, 6-3/4 per cent for 
the three-month and 7-1/8, 6-5/8 
per cent for the six-month. 

The Central Bank dinar ex- 
chwge rale eased to 0.28060/70 
to the doUar from Thursday's 
0.27996/06. but dealers said there 
was little demand for the US 
currency. Commercial banks 
quoted spot rates of around 
0.28068/73. 

Meanwhile. Saudi riyal 
deposit rates firmed today, push- 
ing a small rally into its tenth day 
of trade. 

Dealers said rales in fixed 
periods rose 1/16 point in a quiet 
market from Thursday's levels, 
spurred upwards in part by fears 
the Saum government might 
devalue the riyal.

AOiD agrees 
to restore 
Egypt’s 
membership 

KUWAIT. Nov 5, (KUNA): 
The Arab Organisation for 
Industrial l^velopmem has 
decided to restore Egypt’s mem- 
bership suspended since the sign- 
ing of the Camp David accords 
with Israel in 1978. 

Commerce and Industry Min- 
ister Faisail Abdul Razaq A1 
Khalid who returned here last 
night from Bahrain after attend- 
ing the ninth session of the organ- 
siation’s board council told 
reporters that the secretary-gen- 
eral was entrusted to convey the 
decision to the Egyptian govern- 
ment. 

A1 Khalid said the organisa- 
tion tod also decided to exempt 
Sudan and Lebanon from paying 
their shares in the organisation’s 
budget for 1988. 

Efforts 

He said the council had called 
on the organisation to ioten^y 
efforts toward encouraging 
exchange of industrial com- 
modities between the Arab coun- 
tries in coHaboralion with the 
concerned parties. 

The minister said the council 
appealed to the concerned quar- 
ters in the Arab countries to con- 
sult the organiration when con- 
sidering establishment of coun- 
try or bilateral projects to avoid 
harmful competition between 
them. 

^ Khalid said the council had 
appreciated the efforts exerted 
by tto organisation towards con- 
vening a conference to discuss 
backing Palestinian industry in 
the occupied Arab territories. 

He said the coundl had endor- 
sed the organisation’s budget for 
fiscal 1989 with acall to the mem - 1 
her states to pay their dues. 

A1 Khalid, who expressed his 
thanks for toihrain for hosting 
the meeting, said the tenth ses- 
sion was due to be held in T unisia 
to coincide with the seventh con- 
ference for Arab Industrial 
Development scheduled to be 
held then next October. 

He said the council had re-elec- 
ted the organisation's director- 
general Halim Abdul Rasheed 
for additional four years and 
appoint^ Mohamed Saeed as 
assistamdirector-general for five 
years. 


China opens crisis meeting 
to consider grain price rise 


BEIJING, Nov 5, (Reuter): 
China opened a crisis meeting 
this week to decide how much to 
pay farmers for grain afler four 
consecutive years of disappoint- 
ing harvests. 

“Grain is not an ordinary 
economic issue but a matter of 
economic strategy and a political 
issue," Vice-Premier Tian Jiyun 
Tian told the opening session on 
Wedn^ay. 

Yesterday's People’s Daily 
quoted Han as saying that if 
China did not increase grain 
production, "it will seriously 
affect the reforms and the 
stability of the national economy 
and people's living standards." 

The meeting pits the Ministry 
of A^culture, wtdeh favours a 
large increase in the price paid to 
farmers, against the Ministry of 
Finance, which opposes an 
increase because it wut have to 
pay, an ofliciai source said. 

Importance 

The list of people attending on 
the first day — they included the 
premier, defence minister. 
Qiina’s top economic planner 
and the head of the Central Bank 
— indicated the meeting’s 
importance. 


China has said grain output 
this year will jail from the 1987 
level of 404.7 million tonnes. 
Ofliciais privatel>[ estimate the 
crop at 395 million. It is the 
fourth year running output has 
failed to match the 1984 record of 
407.31 million. 

Arguing the Agricultural Min- 
istry’s case, the Farmers Daily 
yesterday said the key to raising 
grain output was to increase the 
price the state pays farmers. 
Shortages 

In a graphic report from nor- 
thern Jianpu, a poor area in east 
China, it describe grain farmers 
in tears afler their crop failed 
when they used fake fertiliser 
because they could not buy the 
real thing b^use of shortages. 

"The state buys from us grain 
at a low price but we have to buy 
fertiliser, diesel oil and pesticide 
at high prices," it quoted one 
fanner as saying. 

’’Factories can give up making 
a product when it is unprofitable, 
why can't we?" he said. 

The farmers said investment in 
the land was drojroing and 
though much was saia about the 
iropoflance of agriculture little 
was done. 


Undercurrent policy, the state 
buys from farmers about 60 
million tonnes of grain a year for 
resale at a lower price to China's 
200 million city dwellers. 
Spending 

The subsidy cost about 30 
billion yuan ($8.1 billion) this 
year, 12 per cent of total stale 
spending. 

Beijing could raise both pur- 
chase price and sales price by the 
same amount, which would 
mean no increase in the subsidy. 

”Bul Beijing dare not raJsedly 

grain prices because of great dis- 
content over inflation," an 
offidal in the Economic Ministry 
said. 

"The only solution is to 
increase the sutoidy, which is 
opposed by the Finance Minis- 
try. It y^ill probably come out on 
top, sinoe it has more power than 
the Ministry of Agriculture." he 
said. 

Grain shortages have already 
led to bidding wars, with grain- 
defidt, provinces in the south 
sending buyers inland to pur- 
chase grain at higher than the 
state price. This practice %vas 
used by Guangdon, which had 
the highest grain prices in China. 


World oil prices again edge higher 


LONDON, Nov 5, (Reuter): Oil 
prices firmed another 15 to 20 
cents a barrel on world spot 
markets yesterday though 
activity remained subdued, 
traders said. 

Most of the gains followed 
technical buying on the futures 
markets rather than any change 
in market fundamentals. 

While crude prices were being 
partly supported by products, 
espedally strong demand for 
petrol recently in the United 
States, excessive output by 
OPEC nations continued to 
weigh on sentiment, traders said. 

However, most appeared 
unwilling to do much business 
ahead of a crucial OPEC minis- 
terial meeting due to open in 
Vienna on Nov 21. 

Prices 

Crude prices have risen about 
15 to 20 cents a barrel over the 
week, though Utile trade has been 
reported. 

Towards the close of 
European business North Sea 
Brent blend, the most widely 


traded international crude, had 
risen 1 5 cents from Thursday to 
$12.70 a barrel for immediate 
delivery. 

Meanwhile, US crude oil 
prices closed moderately higher 
yesterday in New York as the 
market shrugged ofT reports of 
rising OPEC production ahead 
of the organisation meeting later 
this month. 

US spot gasoline prices also 
finned, rising more than one cent 
a gallon as supplies tightened 
along the East Coast 

The benchmark US crude. 
West Texas Intermediate for 
December deUvery, rose 14cent5 
a barrel to settle at $14.04 a barrel 
on the New York Mercantile 
Exchange, up 19 cents from a 
week ago. 

Britain’s North Sea blend, the 
most widely traded international 
crude, rose about 13 cents a 
barrel to $12.90 for December 
delivery. 

"The market quickly absor- 
bed some of the negative news 


coming out," said Stephen Platt, 
an oil analyst with Dean Witter 
Reynolds Inc. 

Meanwhile, Saudi Arabia 
today defended its oil policy and 
said it will be the “first" OPEC 
country to abide by the organisa- 
tion’s production rules if all 
other members did likewise. 

Saudi Oil Minister Hisham 
Nazer, however, said the oil-rich 
kingdom will “caiegorically 
reject" any demand that Saudi 
Arabia return to its OPEC-assig- 
ned output quota while others 
continue to overproduce. 

OPECs overall output is 
currently estimated at around 22 
million BPD some 3.5 million 
BPD above the level needed to 
stabilise prices at the organisa- 
tion's tar^ ofS 1 8 a barrel. 

"We reaffirm today (Satur- 
day) what has been repratedly 
stated that the kinj^om ofSaucU 
Arabia will be the fust country to 
adhere to its assined quota 
provided all OPEC members 
stuck to their shares in a clear and 
dedsive manner,'' Nazer said.
